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LORD LYTTON AS A DRAMATIST.

The following critical estimate of Lord
Lytton's abilities as a dramatio writer appeared
in the Athencum as one of a series of papers
entitled “Dramatists of the Present Day:”

Lord Lytton is a man of high aspirations.
Hle in also a man who has an amonunt of ener-
geotio ente seldom sed by suoh &
charaoter. His importunity is as groat as that
of the weman in tﬁz Gospel, and the public
is his unjust judge, He will not hearken to a
first denial, but gains his suit by his oon.
tinual coming. Soon after attaining his ma-
jority he published » work of flotion, the
merits of which were not apparent. The
following yesr he preduced “'Pelham,” and
the world adjndged him a mean of genias,
Heo wrote an epic poem, with Arthur as the
hero, which was received with derision
by prosumably competent aritics;
yot, on the appearance the other day of & new
edition, the same poem was treated by the
T'imes and other high suthorities with the con-
pideration due to a work of supreme excel
lence. In the year 1836 a play from his pen,
entitled ‘“The Duchesse dela Valliere,” was per-
formed at Covent Garden, and, although more
postical than the poem, failed. |
wright did not therefore despair. Two years
after, undisheartened by hostile eriticiem, the
author produced at the same theatre his
“Lady of Lyons"—and the drama bacqma the
most popular in onr language, producing for
Lord Lytton an annual income as large ns
that of a fashionable tailor's foreman or of
two or three country parsons. As versatile in
his pursuits as in bis knowledge, Lord Lytton
is poet, novelist, statesman, orator, politicsl
pamphleteer, essayist, and dramatist. In
each department he is influential, and in each
he has seoured for himself a place of honor.

Lord Lytten's contributions to the stags
are not many:—*‘‘The Duchess de La Val-
liere," in five acts (1536); “The Lady of
Lyons; or, Love and Pride” (1538); ‘‘Riche-
licu; or, the Comspiraoy’’ (1820); ““The Sea-
Captain; or, the Birthright;” ‘‘Money,” a
comedy (1%40); ‘‘Not go Bad ns we Seem: or,
Many Sides to a Character,” written in 15851,
and first represented in that year in aid of the
Gnild of Literature and Art; and *“‘The
Rightful Heir," a new version
of *“The Sea-Captain, " produooced
in 1868, form, I believe, a complete list of his
piccen. All these dramas have the same
merits and the same defects. Lord Lytton
is the best story-teller I know. A brief tale
of vengeance told at Naples by one of the
characters in his novel **Zanoni” has never
been surpassed for the wondrous art with
which the imocidenta are blended and the
effective force of the climax is strengthened.
In construotive skill and  artistic
treatment, indeed, T.ord Lytton has
not a superior. No eaprice diverts him from
his main purpose. The progress of
his story is mever deranged by episode. All
the details have essenlial use, and the reason
for their introduction is seen at the end.
The fifth act of ‘‘The Lady of Lyons” opens
with the entrance of three officers just re-
turned from the campaign, and they, in dis-
cussing with General Dawmas the rapid pro-
metion of one of their comrades, Morier,
disclose, in the most natural way, the career
of the hero during the two years and a half
which have elapsed sinoe ‘‘Melnotte”
changed his name and became a soldier.
An inferior artist' would have evaded such
s method of developing the' plot. He
would have made Melnotte%imself reveal by
soliloquy what is necessary to be learnt; or
some subordinate would announce the facts
after the fashion of a messenger in the Greck
drama. Lord Lytton's method is at once
patural and effective; and when we hear the
conversation we at once believe itis just
what we should expeet, All the plays—not
excepting ‘“The Duchess de La Valliere,"
which failed merely on account of its thewme
—have the same merit, Dut although no
drama can be good which is defective in
this respect, it is possible for a drama to be
admirable in construction and yet have the
gravest faults, It is the case with Lord
Lytton's playe. They are symmetrical; for
stage effect the situations are good; and the
artistic treatment is excellent; yet in im-
portant particulars Lord Lytton isexcelled by
men greatly inferior to him in pretension and
fame. His dialogne abounds in vices; il is
weas and stilted when, to the oasual ear,
there is geeming strenpth. I
look in vain for intellectual vyigor.
Where the author aims at being
elevated, be is flatulent. Some of the
speeches made by Evelyn in the comedy of
“‘Money'' resemble what we hear,from one of
those high and mighty heroes who strat the
boards of a transpontine theatre, They have
mesning, but the meaning is not worth dis-
covering. In the first act there are long-
winded commonplaces which must exbhaust the
p?lience of any audience. Here is an exam.
ple:—

"“"Look you, now—Robe Beauty in silk and cache-
mire—hacgd Virtue into her chariot—lackey their
caprices—wrap them from the winds—fence them

round with a golden circle—and Virtue and Beauty |

are a8 goddesses, both to peasant and to prince,
Strip them of the adjuncts—see Virtne and auty

oor—dependent—solitary—walking the worid de-
Tenielaas; oh, then the devotion changes its charnc-
ter: tha same crowd gather eagerly around—fools—
fops—libertines—not to worship at the shrine, but to
gacrifice the victim.”

The last words of the same personage, who
is described as & man of genius, are—

My friends—we must confess {t—amidst the hu-
mors and the follies, the vanities, decelts and vices
that play thelr parts o the great comedy of Hle—-it
is our own fault il we do not find such natures,
though rare and few, as redeem the rest, brighten-
lng the shadows thal are fuang from the form and
pody of the fime with glimpses of the everlasiing
bholiness of truth and love.”

Occaslonally we light upon a happy re-
partee, and a genuinely epigram matie turn is
given to the dimlogue. As & rule, however,
energetic feebleness of ax&rmion ia the
cardinal characteristic of the plays. Ease,
polish, and fastidionsness are nﬂlnrant; but
delicacy and strength are equally wanting.
When his Lordship desires to be wore than
usnally vigorous he invokes the printer's aid,
and enhances the value of his thonght by the

nse of capital letters, Even his most effec-

tive stage situations suffer from this defect. |

When, in “Richelien,” the Cardinal, with
baughty scorn, daunts Barades, his iri-
umphant rival, and draws round his

Love
is bis most froquent theme, His notion of
that master passion is, however, the notion
incident to puberty. It is admittedly irrosis.
tible; but he does not conoeive it possible for
8 man or woman really to love except from
motives of personal admiration. He is
ignorant that titles and Dhigh rank
have been the exciting cause of love
| a8 profound and intense as what is pro.
| dnced by physical beauty. Men have msa-
| erificed themselves for love of prinoesses of
whom they were personally ignorant; and it
i well known that the traditional idea about
titles and rapk is as effioacions with some in
begetting love as golden locks or bright eyes
are with others. In delineating the other

ssions Lord Lytton is similarly faulty. He
is full, a8 well in his novels as in his plays, of
nsort of passion: but it is the passion which
Frenchmen, more especially, nffect whon they
do not feel it. We have glow without fire—
light without heat.

But there is another and more important
! point to be considered.

In the conception and preseniation of cha-
racter, Lis Lordship is deficient. He does not
give us characters, but characterizations, His
types are traditional; his treatment is tradi-

| tional, and the sentiments with which he
endows them are traditional. His sounding-
lino does not reach the deptha and shoals of
our nature. bul sinks no further than the sur-
fuce currents. The Arthur of his epis is an
impossible hero. In prose fiction the Gentle-
man Waife of his best novel is a dilution of
Sterne's immortal hero: of Shandean monld,
| though bearing the impress of the Bulwer
mint, Even *“Richelien,” thoe most effective
of his slage characters, has no real individa-
ality. I donot object lo the representation
becanse it is not the Richelisu of history and

the memoirs of the timse. Mr. Carlyle, in his |

work on the Irench Hevolution, introduces
us to a gallery of portraits which have little
resemblance to the personages wilth whose
names they are labelled. Dut they are men
and women. Their dress is diaphanons,
and we may see the texture of their
gkin. They breathe and live; and we anti-

women are people with whom we cannot
claim relationship; they are artificial; they

[ from persons in real life. The tints and tones |

of cliaracter which make a man himself
and no other have been forgotten by the

moment they were needed.
Lord Lytton's success as a dramatist is dne

to his ability in making common place senti- |

ment agreenble to the commen-place mind.
His plays find responsein the hearts of young
people of imperfect education. His work, de-
ficient in high qualities,is sufficiently elevated
to make an audience believe themselves capa-
ble of understanding high things, and snfii-
ciently mean to permit their comprehending
what is placed before them. To say Lord
Lytton is a great dramatist would be beyond

| the truth, He has the execntive tempera-
ment of an artist, and his production,
whether poem, play, or novel, has a
mechanionl regularity of form;
wents the power of giving life to that form,
He is not a philosophcr, as he snpposes him-

| melf to be; and his worldly wisdom, conveyed
in high-floating language, is more often false
than true. All, however, will be ready to
admit he is an admirable man. The courage
and perseverance he has shown are great, aud
his example is ennobling, and whatever opi-
nion we may hold as to the value of his ac-
complishments, he must have the credit of
being & notable example of those rare minds
whose capabilities equal their capacities.
None of his talents has been unused.
